When  and  How  to  Plant  Bulbs 


Bulbs  may  be  planted  in  the  garden  at  any  time  during  the  Autumn  months, 
before  the  ground  freezes,  although  October  planting  is  best,  as  it  gives  the 
bulbs  time  to  become  established  and  they  winter  better  than  later  planting. 
The  depth  to  plant  depends  on  the  varieties.  The  larger  the  bulbs,  the  deeper 
they  should  be  planted.  A safe  rule  is  to  plant  all  bulbs  3 to  4 times  as  deep 
as  the  diameter  of  the  bulb.  Hyacinths  should  be  6 to  8 inches  apart.  Tulips 
and  Daffodils  4 to  6 inches,  and  Crocus  3 to  4 inches  apart.  Dig  and  pulverize 
the  soil  to  the  depth  of  a foot  or  more,  incorporating  a liberal  supply  of  well- 
rotted  manure.  When 


thoroughly  prepared  and 
the  surface  raked  smooth, 
place  the  bulbs  all  in 
position  befor'e  beg  fil- 
ing to  plant.  Then  with 
a trowel  in  the  right 
hand  and  a bulb  in  the 
left,  plant  them  firmly 
3,  4 or  6 inches  deep, 
according  to  the  size  of 
the  bulb.  Another  plan 
is  to  remove  the  soil  to 
the  depth  of  4 to  6 
inches,  place  each  bulb 
firmly  in  position  and 
replace  the  soil.
